Controller-elect Ken Cory and Lt

January, called the action precipitous 
and said they would reverse it if legally 
possible. 
The third member of the commission 
will be appointed by Gov -elect Edmund 
G Brown Jr.. who also has opposed im­ 
mediate offshore drilling

Local crooner strums and waits 
for 'Winds of Life' to blow a hit

Al Bushnell has two beautiful married daughters. Their 
pictures enshrine his hollow livingroom. 
Al Bushnell has a good job at Boeing on Vandenberg Air 
Force Base He works as an electronics inspector, and 
because of the job he has had the privilege of living in many 
areas in the United States. 
Al Bushnell now lives out on Jalama Road where it is 
serene and the brown hills in fall are majestic in their 
simple rolling rhythm, where every sunset is the main 
attraction, where a farmhouse or a home or a barn dot the 
countryside every mile or so 
Some days, possibly, Al peers out his kitchen window, past 
his heavy tomato vines and Jalama Road, to the hills and 
manicured farmland and remembers Kansas. He grew up 
there on a farm 
That was a long time ago and a lot has started and ended 
since he used to sing in the fields with his brothers as they 
worked Today today Al Bushnell is still singing, however. 
Last year, he wrote, recorded, and promoted a record. Al, 
who records under the name of Alden, was positive it would 
go. He thought that “ Dan,” a gunfighter song, would be a 
fast hit and then the flipside, a “ middle of the road song” 
named “ Winds of Life,” would go a little later. 
Even The Music City Entertainer, an entertainment 
newspaper that circulates in 15 states, thought enough of 
“ Winds of Life” to rank it no. 30 in its “ Tri-State Top 35 
Bubbling Under’ ” song chart of potential hits. It was only 
15 notches below Charlie Rich’s smash “ The Most Beautiful 
Girl.” 
Al Bushnell has two beautiful married daughters, a good 
job, a house in the country, and some fond childhood 
memories And he has something else — confidence. 
What has happened to “ Winds of Life” since he mailed out 
copies to 1400 radio stations and distributing companies? 
Al. a big man with an agreeable disposition, flushed a 
quick laugh and admitted this week, “ Nothing.” He sat at 
the kitchen table. 


And that is what happened to the songs he wrote and 
produced and promoted as records in 1968 and 1969, nothing. 
(Someone else did the singing i 
“ No I ’m not despondent. I know one day I am going to hit 
something I’m going to keep plugging away until I do,” he 
said confidently, as if the idea of failure is just that, an idea: 
someone else’s idea 


Then why didn’t “ Winds of Life” go? 
“ My label’s unknown,” replied Bushnell, who records 
under his own label, Mountain “ I'm unknown as a writer 
and a singer. A lot of stations won’t play unknown labels.” 
He believes his songs are good. 
“ If I didn't think so, I wouldn’t be doing this. If I do an 
album that I've planned, I figure 1 have five or six hits. I feel 


if 50 per cent were on a major label, they would become 
hits.” 
Al Bushnell stood and walked to a back room. He started 
whistling and it could be heard in the kitchen He returned 
with a record in his hand ; he played it on the record player 
in the livingroom

life.” 
Alden sang these lyrics in a low. strong voice that sounded 
as if he was standing in a tunnel. 
Al flipped the record over and played “ Dan.” He lightly 
and contentedly tapped the kitchen table with both hands in 
time with the upbeat tempo. 
Al Bushnell prefers to write songs “ about events in life, 
that tell a story, songs that depict an analogy of some 
things in life.” He has 25 songs copyrighted 
“ It’s hard to tell what will give me an idea for a song. I 
might hear a saying or read a proverb,” he said like a writer 
discussing short stories. 
“ My idea for ‘Winds of Life’ came from a sentence in a 
magazine. There was a picture of an old joshua tree and it 
had in there how the tree had become ¡gnarled and twisted 
by the winds of time. So I just changed time to life and came 
up with the song.” 
Actually, Al wants to be a successful song writer more 
than a successful singer and would accept that outcome. He 
wants “ to give the message” he has in songs to the people. 
And he realizes that at 51 years old he is starting out when 
most men are retiring in the song-writing field. 
“ But I figure with hard work and the good Lord willing, 
I ’ll make it,” said Bushnell. 
He has written songs all of his life. Until 1965, he just 
threw them in a drawer and forgot about them. That year he 
became dissatisfied with the way his life was going; he took 
a survey of his talents and decided that song writing was 
something he could succeed at. 
“ So, I started writing songs in earnest,” as he likes to say. 
Despite the lost money, the disappointingly low record 
sales and the in-group behavior of the recording industry, Al 
Bushnell knows that one of his songs will go yet. 
He stressed in a good spirit, “ You have to have confidence 
to succeed and I have confidence in my ability to write good 
songs.” 
Come February he will try again by releasing another 
record, “ Sad and Lonely” and “ Love of a Child.” He sings 
both songs. 
Take away a man’s family, his home in the country, his 
job, or his boyhood memories, but don’t undermine his 
confidence. He’ll too soon become spent and fade as the 
grass covering the hills that can be seen from the kitchen 
window of Al Bushnell. 


Base this morning said that the giant 
aerospace complex north of Lompoc will 
not be affected by the cuts.

The Pentagon said the cutbacks would 
save $300 million a year after they are 
completed in 1977 and are "part of the 
continuing defense effort to divert 
resources from support and overhead 
activities to combat capability.” 


The action announced today does not 
affect the 2,000 U.S. bases in 33 foreign 
countries, but the Pentagon said it was 
working on another package of overseas 
base cutbacks. 
The last major base cutback was 
announced 19 months ago. It closed 40 
entire bases and hit most heavily at 
several naval installations. 
This time only Army and Air Force 
bases and Defense Supply Agency 
facilities were affected 
Although dozens of domestic bases 
will be touched by the move, many of 
those will gain employment as jobs at 
other bases are shuffled. For example, 
congressional sources said, Wright- 
Patterson AFB, Ohio, would be a major 
gainer as 750 civilian and 1,200 military 
jobs are transferred there. 


Ellsberg break-in cover-up 
seen as Watergate mission

The 
prosecutors told the jury today they 
believe the prime motive for the 
Watergate cover-up was to hide the 
earlier burglary at the office of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 


Over vigorous defense objections, the 
prosecutors presented testimony and 
evidence 
that 
the 
Watergate 
and 
Ellsberg break-ins were conducted by 
the same men and the White House was 
worried in the spring of 1973 that one of 
the burglars —E. Howard Hunt Jr. 
—was about to disclose them both. 
Egil Krogh Jr., codirector of the 
White House plumbers unit that carried 
out the Ellsberg raid in September, 1971, 
testified today that defendant John D. 
Ehrlichman approved that operation. In 
March, 1973, Krogh said, Ehrlichman 
called him with what he described as a 
disturbing report. 


41 He told me on the phone he had 
received some information that Mr. 
Hunt was ready to tell what happened in 
1971 ... that he would blow the lid off or 
reveal all or words to that effect,” 
Krogh testified. 
Ehrlichman 
was 
convicted 
last 
summer in the Ellsberg case and is now 
on trial for the Watergate cover-up with 
four other former aides to Richard M 
Nixon. His lawyers, after the jury was 
excused, 
immediately asked for a 
mistrial. 
“ This is highly prejudicial; it is a 
retrial of the Ellsberg case,” said 
attorney William S. Frates. “ This is 
double jeopardy.” 
But chief trial prosecutor James F. 
Neal said the evidence was proper to 
establish “ a motive for his obstruction 
of justice ... otherwise we left without a 
way of showing the motive for the cover- 
up In this case.’ 


Lompoc in on 
HUD flood 
insurance 


Beginning today the City of Lompoc is 
a participant in the National Flood 
Insurance 
Program, 
according 
to 
notification the city has received from 
the U.S. Department of Housing and 
U rban Development (HUD). 
This means that individual property 
owners within Lompoc city limits are 
now eligible to buy flood insurance 
protection 
at 
cheaper, 
federally 
subsidized rates, for which they'll get 
more extensive coverage under the 1973 
Flood Disaster Protection Act, as 
amended. 
The objective of this program is to 
provide a better way of protecting 
property owners from the ravages of 
flood while easing the cost burden on the 
general public of such insurance While 
this flood insurance is available to all 
residents 
of 
the 
community, 
the 
program requires that such insurance 
must be purchased by owners of 
property in areas identified as flood- 
prone by HUD These property owners 
will be eligible for virtually all forms of 
federal or federally related financial 
assistance for building purposes in those 
areas This would include FHA or VA 
mortgages, 
loans 
from 
the Small 
Business Administration, or loans from 
any federally regulated or supervised 
bank and savings and loan institution. 
Under this program flood insurance 
coverage can be obtained for all 
buildings and their contents. The limit of 
insurance for single family homes is 
now $35,000 and $100,000 for other 
residential 
and 
non-residential 
buildings. The rate goes to 40 cents per 
$100 for non-residential buildings. 
Also, the content of all residential 
buildings can be insured up to $100,000 
per unit at 35 cents per $100 of coverage, 
and the rate goes to 75 cents per $100 for 
the contents of all 
non-residential 
structures up to a maximum of $100,000 
in coverage per unit. 
Policies obtained under this program 
are effective immediately during the 
first 30 days the insurance becomes 
available. After the first 30 days, there 
is a fifteen day waiting period. 
Policies can be purchased from any 
licensed local property and casualty 
agent or broker. The Fireman’s Fund 
American Insurance, P.O. Box 2323, Los 
Angeles, Ca., 90051 has been designated 
as 
the 
Flood 
Insurance 
Servicing 
Company, for this area. 
Agents and brokers may obtain policy 
forms, rates, flood insurance manuals, 
and any other necessary information 
from this company. 
Information relative to this program 
may also be obtained from Lompoc 
Community Development Director Al 
Autry, at City Hall.

Doctored bills, duplicated checks 
make holidays merchants' ordeal 


Congress beats two vetoes, 
votes to fund mass transit 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A balky 
Congress finally gave President Ford 
the mass transit bill he wanted but also 
forced 
him 
to 
accept 
two other 
measures he had vetoed 
By a surprisingly large margin. 288- 
109, the House approved and sent to the 
White House a $11.8 billion, six-year 
program to help urban mass transit 
systems. 
In a telegram from Japan, the 
traveling President informed Congress 
he would sign the bill 
But the Senate dealt Ford two blows, 
overriding his vetoes on an expansion of

the Freedom of Information Act, 65-27, 
and a vocational rehabilitation bill, 90-1. 


Ford has now vetoed 13 bills, and three 
of the vetoes have been overridden. 


Only five times in history and not 
since 1921, has only one senator backed 
the president on a veto. The lone vote 
against the vocational rehabilitation 
veto was cast by Sen. William L. Scott, 
R-Va. 


On five other occasions —the last in 
1908 
—Congress 
has 
unanimously 
rejected a veto. 


Although the Freedom of Information 
Act expansion now goes into effect, the 
$851 
million rehabilitation program 
remains in dispute. 


Ford contends he used a pocket veto 
on the bill, refusing to sign it while 
Congress was in a 30-day recess. A 
pocket veto cannot be overridden. 


Mondale out of 


nomination race 


for president 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Sen. Walter 
F. Mondale’s withdrawal leaves the 
liberal wing of the Democratic party 
without 
a 
potential 
presidential 
candidate of national stature. 


The 46-year-old Minnesotan, a hand in 
his pocket, stood before 15 microphones 
Thursday afternoon and gave up the idea 
of seeking the nomination. 


“ I think the presidency is very 
important,” he said, “ and I admire 
those who want it so bad that they will 
do what must be done to get it.” 


But, he said, after spending $100,000 
and traveling thousands of miles to test 
the waters, “ basically I found I did not 
have the overwhelming desire to be 
president, which is essential for the kind 
of campaign that is required.”

Merchants and members of the public 
have been invited to a meeting on Dec. 9 
to stem the flood of bad checks and 
fraudulent 
schemes 
that 
have 
victimized Lompoc businesses. 
The meeting under the auspices of 
Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce 
will feature an educational program on 
bad checks and other business hazards. 
Officials deny there is any major 
emergency confronting merchants and 
point to the holiday season as one of 
traditional higher incidence of such 
problems. There may be more to the 
current situation, however, than the 
historical increase during the holidays. 
Lompoc Police Lt. Mel Ramos said 
yesterday he is working an estimated 
100 bad check cases, but declined to say 
the 
situation 
was 
epidemic. 
4‘It 
fluctuates As the town grows, so does 
crime.” 
Ramos cited the greater mobility of 
the population today than in former 
years and conceded that criminal 
elements from big cities might come to 
Lompoc because of the mistaken notion 
that law enforcement in the area was 
inadequate. On the other hand Ramos 
speculated that the transient criminal 
element might correctly theorize that 
they’d be spotted easier in a small city 
than in a metropolitan setting. 
Either way, Ramos and his associates 
in law enforcement are knitting their 
collective brows these days under the 
impact of recent events. In six of the 
eight bad check cases Ramos began to 


process yesterday the cashier had failed 
to require proper identification. Then 
there was the recent incident in which 
someone pasted fake numerals over the 
comers of an authentic $1 bill and 
passed it in a local tavern for a $10 bill. 
Most will recall the woman, now in jail 
in San Luis Obispo, who allegedly 
purchased a legal traveler’s check for 
$100 in a Southern California bank and 
then illegally duplicated it about 100 
times and passed the duplicates in liquor 
stores and markets. Four of the fake 
checks were passed successfully in 
Lompoc 


Even 
Ramos and his associates 
conceded that the duplicates were tough 
for merchants to spot as fake. 
Most will recall not too long ago the 
scheme in which automatic money 
changing machines in coin operated 
laundries were bilked when someone 
duplicated $1 bills and exchanged them 
for a dollar’s worth of change from the 
machines. 
A 
suspect 
was 
never 
apprehended. 
On top of all this Ramos is concerned 
about the advent of the holiday season 
when traditionally the shoplifter comes 
into season so to speak Ramos said the 
police-chamber program is designed to 
alert merchants 
and clerks to the 
dishonest person who tries on new 
clothes in a store and then steals them 
by secreting them under his own outer 
garments, and the shoplifter who uses a 
“ booster box” to set down over an item 
on a shelf and literally retract it for 
undetected removal from the store. Or 


up some 
the door 
the thief who merely picks 
merchandise and walks out 
with it. 
These are the more traditional evils 
that Ramos and others are trying to 
cope with. But there is the nagging 
concern that somewhere out there a new 
scheme will pop up to defraud some law 
abiding citizen. That could be tomorrow 
or as this is being read. 
Where you have people and money and 
in these days, the pressures of inflation 
and in some cases, want, there’ll be the 
clash between the dishonest and society. 
It’s Ramos’ job mission in life to cut 
down the odds that sometimes seem to 
favor the dishonest.

The glory that was Rancho 
San Julian is of another day 
Once it engulfed 48,000 acres, 
today it has dwindled to 15,000 


The 50.000 head of cattle and 
8,000 horses that roamed the 
rancho have vanished as has 
their master Jose de la Guerra, 
captain in the Mexican Army 
and commander of the Santa 
Barbara Presidio 


The Rancho San Julian is 
owned by the descendents of 
Jose de la Guerra, but none 
have the de la Guerra name 
None are army officers who 
wear well oiled pistols on their 
sides 
and 
none 
are 
great 
ranchers 
who 
mount 
fine 
horses to inspect vast herds 


For 
instance, 
the 
great, 
great, great, grandson of Jose 
de la Guerra is named Harold 
Poett and resides in Westlake, 
a suburb of L.A He is a retired 
engineer turned Christmas tree 
farmer. 


One would expect to see a 
Christmas tree farm far from 
an 1834 Mexican land grant. 
Not Poett's His five acre farm 
is 
located on 
the 
Rancho 
Yndises, a part of Rancho San 
Julian. 
___ 
Drive 15 miles out of Lompoc 
on Highway 1 toward Gaviota 
and you’ll spot the farm right 
off the road Maybe you’ll spot 
Poett too. in a red baseball cap 
and green short sleeve shirt, 
bending over a Monterey Pine 
and wielding a hand shear. 
Last week, Poett viewed the 
straight rows and thought of his 
great, great, great grandfather 
and said, “I don’t know what he 
would think if he came back 
here 
and 
saw 
Christmas 
trees.”

Poett, 54, started the tree 
farm in 1971 by planting 2500

Pine 
They have

Not one head 
belongs to Jose de la Guerra’s 
descendents, 
though 
The 
rancho is owned by Poett and 
his 
brothers, 
sisters, 
and 
cousins and they lease the 
property to cattlemen. 


“ Christmas trees are sort of 
an 
innovation,” 
Poett 
understated. 
There is no charming story 
about how Poett's Christmas 
tree farm got from an idea to a 
reality: Poett found himself a 
victim of a big lay-off by 
Lockheed in 1971 “ so I had the 
land 
and 
equipment 
so 
I 
thought I ’d make some use of 
it ”

descendent of the man who 
commanded the Santa Barbara 
Presidio when California was 
governed by Mexico, come to

From visiting other tree farms

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Troops to stay in Korea, Ford tells Park 


SEOUL (U Pl) — President Ford, welcomed to Seoul in a 
blizzard of colored confetti, today pledged the United States will 
reduce neither its troops in South Korea nor —Congress willing 
—its military aid to maintain that country’s independence. 
An estimated 2 million South Koreans turned out for Ford's 
arrival. His 12-mile drive into Seoul from the airport was a 
triumphal entry Obviously moved, Ford called it "tremendous.” 
In a two-hour private discussion with South Korean President 
Park Chung Hee, Ford expressed concern about Park’s heavy- 
handed repression of dissidents. An aide later said Ford was 
satisfied with Park’s response, but refused to elaborate 
Ford promised in a joint communique issued after the talks to 
provide "prompt and effective assistance to repel (any) armed 
attack against the Republic of (South) Korea in accordance with 
the mutual defense treaty of 1954. ” 
Ford assured Park there would be no reduction in the 38,000- 
man garrison of U.S. troops now stationed in South Korea He also 
pledged American aid in developing South Korean defense 
industries and, if Congres provides the money, a $400 million to 
$500 million program to modernize South Korea’s armed forces. 
The communique said Park had accepted an invitation to visit 
the United States, although no date was set The South Korean 
resident, who came to power in a 1961 coup, has been in the 
nited States on four previous occasions 
С 


Ford flew to Seoul from Japan and was scheduled to depart for 
snow-covered Vladivostok Saturday (this evening U S time) for 
his first summit meeting with Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev. 
Ford’s meeting with Park at Blue House, the South Korean 
presidential mansion so-named because of its blue-tiled roof, 
followed an arrival ceremony at Kimpo International Airport in 
which the President said: "I am here to reaffirm our friendship 
and to give it new meaning and life.*’ 
The noisy, colorful welcome to South Korea was the warmest 
yet in Ford’s first major trip abroad Despite earlier objections 
that his visit appeared to support Park’s regime, no protest 
demonstrations were reported 
Instead there were brass bands, flags, flowers, confetti and 
arches bearing Ford’s portrait Many of those lining the roads up 
to 15 persons deep were school children let out of class just fof the 
occasion 
There were unmistakable traces of a well-planned greeting, 
with hundreds of placards bearing identical slogans and pictures 
But no organized demonstration could have produced the home 
made signs that said things like "Welcome Lamb of Peace” and 
"Everybody Speaks Well of You.’’ 
At three places along the route, well-wishers shouting Ford’s 
name buckled steel guardrails and spilled onto the roadway 
Twice Ford left his official limousine to shake hands with the 


crowd. In one well-controlled area he walked for about five 
minutes along the side of the street, surrounded by Secret Service 
men and only barely able to touch the finger tips of his Korean 
admirers. 
The official communique resulting from Ford’s visit was an 
unequivocal pledge of support for South Korea, where 50,000 
American servicemen died between 1950 and 1953 in a war to turn 
back an invasion from the Communist northern half of the 
country. 
It came as the United Nations neared its annual debate on the 
Korean question, with Communist and third world backers of 
North Korea pressing for termination of the U.N.’s 24-year 
support of the American role in protecting South Korea. 
"Both (Ford and Park) expressed hope that the (U.N.) General 
Assembly would base its consideration of the Korean question on 
recognition of the importance of the security arrangements which 
have preserved peace in Korea for more than two decades,’’ the 
communique said. 
The communique made no mention of Park's stem policies 
against his domestic political opposition, which have drawn 
criticism in both South Korea and the United States. Before 
Ford’s arrival in Seoul, Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger told 
newsmen that Ford would bring up the subject, and warn Park of 
its impact in American public opinion.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Senate Rules Committee today 
unanimously 
approved 
the 
nomination of Nelson A. Rock­ 
efeller to be vice president. 
The committee voted 9-0 to 
send the nomination to the full 
Senate as the House Judiciary 
Committee began its second 
day of hearings on the former 
New York governor. 
The Rules Committee was 
expected to complete a formal 
report 
on 
the 
Rockefeller 
nomination 
sometime 
next 
week, perhaps Wednesday, but 
a Senate vote was not expected 
until after Congress returns 
from the Thanksgiving holiday 
recess. 
Rules Committee Chairman 
Howard Cannon predicted the 
nomination ultimately will be 
approved in both chambers, 
despite a furor over Rockefel­ 
ler’s generous loans and gifts to 
political friends and a con­ 
troversial 
book 
which 
his 


brother financed. 
Rockefeller 
told 
the 
Judiciary Committee Thursday 
that he will put most of his vast 
financial holdings in a blind 
trust if he is confirmed He also 
admitted he has spent $20 
million of his own money 
financing his political career 
because he cannot find many 
donors. 


"The reaction of most people 
is why should we give money to 
a Rockefeller,” he said. 
Committee 
members 
generally 
applauded 
Rockefeller’s 
pledge 
to 
voluntarily put $140 million in 
stock in a blind trust 
But the promise did not 
satisfy some, who said they 
were worried about a conflict 
of interest between Rockefeller 
as vice president and family 
interests. 
Several 
members 
voiced 
reservations about the "wed­ 
ding of vast economic wealth 


with the political power of the 
vice presidency and perhaps 
the presidency.” 
"I can’t believe they think I’d 
represent Standard Oil, but 
they seem to,” Rockefeller told 
reporters later "It isn’t the 
wealth now —its down to the 
question of conflict of interest 
and I ’ve got to do something 
about that.” 
Some liberals on the House 
com m ittee 
suggested 
Rockefeller go a step further 
than a blind trust and donate all 
the profits the trust makes to 
charity while he is in office. 
Rockefeller said he will have 
no knowledge of what the 
trustees do with his stock since 
it "will leave in my own control 
only my art, real estate and 
farming properties in Venezue­ 
la plus my other personal 
property.” 
"These steps should avoid 
any possibility of a conflict of 
interest on my part or the 
appearance thereof,’’ he said. 
Skyjackers bargain for release 
of imprisoned PLO guerrillas 


TUNIS (UPI) - A band of 
Arab terrorists hijacked a 
British VC10 airliner in the 
Persian Gulf city of Dubai 
today and forced it to fly to 
Tunis where they threatened to 
kill one of their 43 hostages 
every two hours unless Egypt 
releases 13 imprisoned Pales­ 
tinian guerrillas 
Eight of the Palestinians held 
in Egypt were charged with the 
murder of two American and 
one 
Belgian 
diplomats 
in 
Khartoum but were sent to 
Cairo 
where 
they 
were 
reported turned over to the 
Palestin e 
Liberation 
Organization. The other five 
were reported held by the PLO 
for an attack on a 
Pan 
American airliner which killed 
32 persons in Rome last year. 
The two hijackers said the 
countdown will start three 
hours 
after its publication 
through the local news agency, 
and expire six hours later — 
after the 13 Palestinians have 
had time to join them in Tunis. 
The ultimatum was given at 
2.30p.m. (5:30a.m. PST). 
A Dutch government spokes­ 
man in The Hague said the 
Netherlands had received re­ 
ports the terrorists also were 
demanding 
release of 
two 
Palestinians held there for 
hijacking and blowing up a 
British Airways VC10. They 
since have been involved in a 
prison mutiny. 


A guerrilla organization tele­ 
phoned the UPI bureau in 
Beirut and said any delay by 
Egyptian 
authorities 
would 
mean destruction of the passen­ 
gers and the plane. It called the 
five men heros who "carried 
out the verdict of the people by 
killing the CIA officers in 
Khartoum last year.” 


The Khartoum victims were 
U.S. Ambassador Cleo A. Noel, 
Charge d’Affaires George C. 
Moore and Belgian Charge Guy 
Eid The guerrillas involved 
were tried in Khartoum and 
then turned over to PLO 
custody in Egypt. 


The hijackers seized the 
plane in Dubai and forced the 
pilot to fly first to the Libyan 
city of Tripoli and then to 
Tunis. 
Tunisian 
government 
officials said they gave the 
captive airliner permission to 
land at the urgent plea of the 
British government after the 
pilots 
radioed 
that 
refusal 
would mean disaster for the 
plane which had only a minimal 
supply of fuel. The hijackers 
threatened to blow up the plane 
if fuel were not provided. 
At least two persons were 
reported wounded in the take­ 
over, an In stewardess and an 
Arab 
m echanic. 
Ambulances were summoned 
to the Tunis airport and it 


appeared there may have been 
more casualties on the flight 
from Tripoli to Tunis. 


The exact number of persons 
aboard the big VC10 was not 
known and officials said they 
were not sure whether there 
were two or three hijackers — 
or possibly more. There also 
were 43 other persons aboard 
the plane —27 passengers, eight 
crew 
members, 
and 
eight 
Dubai airport workers. 


French radio stations said 
the hijackers told Tunisian 
authorities they would kill all 
the European passengers if 
Dutch Authorities refused to 
release two Palestinians held 
on charges of unleashing a 
mutiny in the Scheveningen 
Prison in the Hague suburbs. 


The Palestine Liberation Or­ 
ganization condemned the hi­ 
jacking as detrimental to the 
Palestinian cause, especially 
because it came at time of a 
crucial United Nations vote 
today on whether to give the 
PLO permanent representation 
in the General Assembly. 
Some guerrillas circulated 
leaflets in Beirut claiming 
responsibility for the hijacking 
and identifying the air pirates 
as members of "the Martyr 
Abou Mahmoud group.” And in 
Beirut the hijackers said they 
were awaiting orders from 
their leaders.

Senate Demos eye controls 
as inflation at 12.2 mark

The rate of inflation which 
prompted the government to 
impose wage and price controls 
in 1971 was half as bad as the 
current annual rate of 12.2 per 
cent. 
Senate Democrats now say a 
new round of wage and price 
controls must be considered if 
everything else fails. 
More auto industry layoffs 
were 
announced 
Thursday, 
bringing the jobless total to 
over 150,000 during the Christ­ 
mas season. 
And the effects of the coal 
strike which have spread to 
rail, steel and coke industries 
will idle 300,000 nonstrikers by 
December, 
the 
government 
estimated. 
But there was at least one 
trace of good news in the 
economy: 
Ford Motor Co. 
announced it was lowering the 
price of its compact Pinto by 
$150 in an effort to stimulate 
buying. 
The 12.2 per cent annual 
inflation rate during the past 12 
months, 
announced by 
the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
Thursday, was the highest rate 
since 1947, when the bureau 
began keeping such records. 


Prices rose 9 per cent that 
year. 
The rate of inflation during 
1970 was 5.3 per cent, and 
during 1971, the year wage and 
price controls were imposed in 
August, 
the 
inflation 
rate 
slipped to 4.6 per cent. 
But it has been rising ever 
since, and Democrats in the 
Senate unanimously approved a 
seven-point economic agenda 
for 
the 
next 
Congress, 
including 
consideration 
of 
wage-price 
controls 
—something President Ford 
and labor leaders oppose. 
The resolution called for 
consideration of controls only 
as a last resort and Senate 
Majority Leader Mike Mans­ 
field said, "The key word is 
consider.’”

The bombs demolished two 
crowded pubs in the heart of 
Birmingham Thursday night, 
killing 19 persons and wounding 
184. 
"There 
was 
a 
massive 
explosion with bodies every­ 
where,” said Michael Wills, 
one of the bloodied survivors. 
"The screaming and groaning 
of the injured was terrible.” 
Within hours of the attack, a 
gasoline bomb was hurled at a 
house on the grounds of a 
Birmingham Roman Catholic 
church. A brick was tossed 
through the window of the 
home of a leader of the Sinn 
Fein political arm of the IRA 
Police made a series of raids 
on houses in Irish sections of 
the Birmingham and Midlands 
areas and said "a number of 
persons 
are 
helping 
with 
inquiries,” 
a 
term 
which 
usually means people are being 
held for questioning. 
In London, Home Secretary 
Roy Jenkins said the govern­ 
ment will introduce emergency 
legislation next week to guard 


against a repeat attack, but he 
rejected demands that the IRA 
be outlawed in Britain and that 
the death penalty be restored 
The bombs exploded within 
two minutes of each other at 
the Mulberry Bush and the 
Tavern in the Town, downtown 
bars 50 yards apart, ripping 
into hundreds of payday pa­ 
trons 
A third bomb was found 
unexploded near a pub two 
miles away. 
Scotland Yard ordered police 
around the country to check 
roads, airports, train stations 
and bus depots in hopes of 
catching the bombers 
Police appealed to the public 
to watch out for a car with the

123WW. 
Detectives said a group of men 
ran from the scene, scrambled 
into the car and sped away. 
Dazed victims and weary

A man with an Irish accent 
called a Birmingham newspa­ 
per 20 minutes before the blast 
to warn of the bombs, but 
police said it wasn’t enough 
time to clear the area.

CHICAGO (U PI) - Some $2.2 million of the $4 3 million in cash 
taken in the Armored Express vault burglary was found Thursday 
night under a five-inch layer of concrete in the basement of a 
home owned by the grandmother of one of the suspects 
U.S. Attorney James R. Thompson said the money, taken in the 
biggest cash heist in American history, was recovered by agents 
of the FBI, the Illinois Bureau of Investigation and local police 
The cash, in an assortment of $10, $20, $50 and $100 bills, filled 
five Army duffel bags. 
It was found in a seven-foot-deep hole in the basement of a home 
owned by Dorothy Marrera, the grandmother of Ralph Marrera, 
an Armored Express security guard accused of being the inside 
man in the Oct. 20 heist 
The grandmother was not suspected of complicity in the crime. 
Thompson said. 
Thompson said the hole was covered over by a layer of concrete 
reinforced with chicken wire 
He said agents, armed with a warrant from a U.S. magistrate, 
went to the unoccupied house Thursday night and tore up the floor 
in search of the missing cash 
Thompson refused to say what led police to the money 
The recovery, Thompson said, was "far beyond what 1 thought 
we would be able to recover 
Thompson noted that the recovery was "one of the largest cash 
recoveries in the history of the United States. "

FEA may sue Arco to keep 
fuel available to ag areas 


SACRAMENTO (U P II — The Federal Energy 
Administration has threatened the Atlantic 
Richfield Co. with legal action in an effort to 
halt closings of fuel distribution plans in agri­ 
cultural areas, it was learned today. 


"Arco has been given three days to respond," 
an FEA official said. He would not elaborate on 
what action might be taken. 


"The 
FEA 
and 
Atlantic 
Richfield 
are 
diametrically opposed," the official said. 


The dispute centers on the planned closing of 
Spinetti’s Arco in Colusa. Arco notified Robert 
Spinetti two months ago the facility would be 
shut down Nov. 25. 
The FEA official said Arco and the FEA had 
reached a "verbal gentlemen’s agreement" not 
to close the distribution center for 10 days from 
Thursday. 


"This is a very important case. It will 
definitely set a precedent," the official said 
An Arco spokesman in Los Angeles denied 
there was any disagreement with the FEA and 
said the facility was being closed because it was 
“ uneconomical” 
to 
install 
anti-pollution 


equipment 
required 
by 
the t.nvu unmental 
Protection Agency. 
Stan Boyett, of Agents Alliance, a group of 
fuel distributors protesting the closing of Spi­ 
netti’s, said Arco planned to close as many as 80 
of the plants. 
The Arco spokesman said, "We simply do not 
have a schedule for closings. We are looking at 
each one individually." He said Arco would be 
able to maintain present distribution levels 
from Sacramento, 50 miles south of Colusa. 
The FEA official said 
there was little 
chance" of Arco being able to maintain the 
delivery services of local distribution centers. 
He 
said 
that 
during 
harvest 
seasons, 
distributors "go day and night" to deliver fuel 
to farmers. An FEA investigation determined 
the facility should not be closed, he added 
"We don’t believe that our customers can be 
serviced out of a terminal 30 or 100 miles 
away," said Boyett. "Practically, we’re going 
to have to have an allocation program or eco­ 
nomic chaos is the result ” 
Asked if Arco would be able to provide the 
same service from Sacramento, the spokesman 
said: "Yes, we can do it."

USC coach John McKay, whose seventh-ranked Trojans 
face Notre Dame here next week, has watched his team 
wallop the Bruins the past two years, 23-13 as underdogs in 
the Pacific-8 decider last slason and 24-7 enroute to the 
national championship in 1972. 
“I believe USC is the best team in the country when they 
want to play," said first-year UCLA coach Dick Vermeil, a 
former Los Angeles Rams’ assistant. 
“I coach our team and I let the other guy coach his," said 
McKay. “ You’re not going to get me to comment on what he 
(Vermeil) says. I don’t talk about other teams." 
A near-capacity crowd of 90,000 is expected for the 1:05 
p.m. PST kickoff at the Coliseum for a rivalry which began 
with a 76-0 USC romp in 1929. The Trojans have a 24-13-6 
edge over the Bruins. 


USC goes into the game with a 5-0-1 Pac-8 record and a 7-1- 
1 overall mark while UCLA will go onto the field in its 
regular season finale with a 4-1-1 conference mark and a 6-2- 
2 overall record. The Bruins haven’t been to the Rose Bowl 
since 1966 and a victory Saturday doesn’t necessarily mean 
they’ll go to Pasadena this year either.

In addition to a 
highly-prized victory, at stake for Michigan and Ohio State 
will be the Big Ten Conference championship and a Rose 
Bowl berth. 
The Wolverines, still steaming over last year’s decision by 
the Big 10 to bypass them in favor of Ohio State as the 
conference representative to the Rose Bowl, carry a 10-0 
record into their season finale and the No. 2 position in the 
national rankings.

The monthly magazine, she 
says, "offers services and ways 
to save and make money and 
we’d like more people to know 
about us.” The high quality 
tabloid circulates over 50,000 
copies, mostly in Northern 
California. 
In one issue, an economic 
expert explained the monetary

“ People who have funds

Santa 
Barbarans 
are 
unhappily 
acquainted with marine pollution by the 
oil companies If Exxon has its way, 
they 
will 
become 
increasingly 
acquainted with air pollution too If its 
Las Flores project is approved, we will 
have a refinery on our hands that will 
emit 
polluting 
gases 
steadily. 
For 
example, sulfur dioxide will escape at 
the rate of 18 pounds per hour, covering 
many square miles when dispersed as 
parts 
per 
million 
through 
the 
atmosphere 
Year after year these 
gases will add to acid rain, smog, 
asthmatic 
attacks, 
emphysema 
and 
other lung illnesses The young and the 
elderly will be among the chief victims 
Obviously there were good health and 
other 
environmental 
reasons 
for 
prohibiting refineries in our county 
when the Supervisors and Planning 
Commissioners passed Resolution 67 22 
in 1967 The Resolution divides facilities 
into four types, of which Classes 111 and 
IV concern us here 
Class IV is a 
refinery, and is forbidden 
What is a refinery*’ The Random 
House Unabridged Dictionary says it is 
an 
establishm ent 
for 
removing 
impurities from some substance like 
sugar or petroleum and then refining it. 
Exxon's plant is intended to remove 
impurities like sulfur and brine, and 
then refine a considerable 
list of 
fractions 
from 
the 
petroleum 
and 
natural gas, such as butane, propane 
pentane. octane, several oils of different 
molecular weights, and others 
The 
plant would be a refinery 
The other type of facility we are 
concerned with here is Class III, which 
Resolution 67-22 describes as one for 
* the general purpose of separating 
water 
and 
gas 
< to 
include 
the 
fractionation of propane and butane i, 
removal of impurities, and measuring 
The defemtion of Class III is limited to 
that 
Operations beyond such limits 
would be done in a refinery. Exxon s 
production 
would 
go 
considerably 
beyond the fractionation of butane and 
propane, and woujd accordingly fit into 
the prohibited category. 
In this case a Class III designation 
would still lead to denying the required 
permits, because of another provision 
in 67-22 Clause D(2i states that “The 
County will not favor any new Class III 
facilities within three miles of any 
existing facilities...’’ Exxon's project 
falls under this limitation, because it 
would be about one mile up the road 
from Shell's existing tank farm at El 
Capitan 
Despite 
the

protecting our

Planning 
Commission’s staff has just come out 
with an astounding recommendation 
that Exxon be granted its wishes. 
The staff report cites a ruling by 
Petroleum Administrator Joseph Green, 
in the face of the evidence, that the plant 
would not be a refinery No data or 
reasons are cited in the report; the 
ruling is an arbitrary one. Nevertheless, 
the staff utilizes the unsupported ruling 
as a justification for giving the needed 
approvals to Exxon, flouting not only the 
evidence at hand, but also the limitation 
that no project be within three miles of

Revitalization 


For nearly two years, more than several 
merchants operating businesses within 
Lompocs 
downtown 
core 
have 
been 


directing their energies and efforts toward 
the 
eventual 
revitalization 
of 
their 
environment. 
With 
the 
backing 
ot 
Lompoc's City Council recently, those 


efforts have been rewarded through the 
allocation of funds to be used in the 
improvement of streets and alleyways 
within the core area. 


While several years ago the downtown 
was deteriorating, and empty storefronts 
proliferated, 
today 
there 
are 
tew 
vacancies and substantial changes in the 
downtown 
have 
been 
realized, 
both 


through 
new 
construction 
and 
the 
propitious use of paint. There is a feeling 
of vitality and dynamics, and a willingness 
to invest in the future of the core area. 
Certainly street and alley improvement is 
but the beginning of a long and arduous 
journey toward what is envisioned for the 
downtown, 
and 
the 
council 
is to be 
commended for its positive action toward 
the achievement of that goal. 
There still remains much to be done, of 
course, but we feel what has already been 
gained 
through 
the 
diligence 
of 
the 
merchants and property owners downtown 
is a very large first step and we gladly 
reiterate our support for this most worthy 
project. 


Herewith my long-awaited solution to 
the oil crisis. 
First, a little perspective As recently 
as 1970, producers were paying the 
Persian Gulf States about a dollar a 
barrel for oil. By 1973, before the 
embargo, this had risen in response to 
what one might call natural economic 
forces, to $1 75. At that point came first 
the 
em b arg o , 
then 
th e 
huge 
administered rise — to the present level 
of about $9 50 
Meanwhile, on the 
home front, there is 
what they call "old 
oil,” and new oil. The 
old oil was discovered 
before the embargo 
and the price of it was 
controlled at 15 25, to 
which it had recently 
risen from |4 Figure 
a buck to transport a 
b a rre l 
from 
the 
Persian Gulf to the 
east 
coast 
of 
the 
United States, and you 
note that U.S. crude 
was about a dollar a 
barrel more expensive 
than 
Persian 
Gulf 
crude before all the 
excitement. 
That differential was owing to import 
controls. These were justified on the 
grounds that for the sake of national 
defense, we had to encourage local 
production. Those controls, needless to 
say, have been anachronized Now we 
charge a flat 18 cents per barrel on 
imported oil. a trifle 
It 
is, 
under 
the 
circumstances, 
reasonable to assume that in the 
absence of political manipulation, crude 
would be selling for about $5 a barrel. 
Let us accept that figure for the sake of 
analysis. 
Congress should proceed to levy a tax 
on imported oil as follows. For every 
dollar an American importer pays in 
excess of the $5 per barrel, a tax should 
be levied of one dollar. Thus, an 
importer paying the price currently 
charged by Saudi Arabia, which is $11.25 
per barrel, would have to pay a tax of 
$6.25 per barrel. This means that Saudi 
Arabian 
oil 
would 
cost 
American 
importers $17.50 per barrel, which 
means 
that 
they 
would 
search 
frantically for cheaper oil. And that, of 
course, is the purpose of the exercise: to 
break down the cartel by exaggerating 
the cartelized price — by doing one’s 
best to price it out of the market. The

objective, 
obviously, 
is 
to 
put 
a 
premium on cheapness Those exporting 
countries that desire a large share in the 
American market will in effect have to 
bid for it At the same time, the tax. 
which will be passed on - necessarily - 
to 
the 
consumer, 
discourages 
the 
profligate consumption of oil 
Ninety-five per cent of our imported 
oil comes from the following countries 
at the following rate From Canada, 25 
per cent (about 300 million barrels per 
year). From Nigeria. 20 per cent From 
Iran. 20 per cent From Indonesia. 9 per 
cent From Saudi Arabia. 9 per cent. 
From Venezuela. 8 per cent, hrom 
Algeria, 5 per cent. Canada is not a 
member of OPEC, but might as well be 
She has slapped a $5 25 per barrel export 
charge on oil, so as to cash in one the 
banaza Very well, let’s make that $10 50 
— in effect. 
The point need not be elaborated To 
the extent that the consuming public 
absolutely has to have the oil, it will pay 
the increased price for it. But the 
demand will slacken, and when that 
happens, you will find Canada reducing 
its export tax 
And you will find 
Nigeria's representative meeting a big 
American buyer on a park bench and 
whispering out a proposed deal 
The best way to combat a cartel is to 
force it to go beyond the economic limit 
it is itself careful not to traverse. And 
supply a quick inducement to those who 
will break away from it in order to 
maximize income 
There 
isn’t 
an 
alternative 
that 
combines the effectiveness, and the 
sense of fairness, of this one. By now we 
have come to terms with our extra­ 
military 
incapacity 
to 
solve 
the 
problem The suggestion that we should 
embargo the shipment of grain to the 
Arab 
States 
breaks 
down 
under 
scrutiny , they don't need that much, and 
could get what they want easily, paying 
hard cash, from a fugitive exporter. No 
embargo of machine goods is likely to 
bind the west: someone will trade 
Moreover, although it would be all the 
more effective if England and France 
and Italy and Japan joined us in 
adopting the identical approach, it is 
unnecessary that they should do so in 
order to make it effective: we import 
over a billion barrels of oil per year, so 
we are ourselves big enough to have an 
effect. 
As usual, the market system provides 
an elegant reply — even to the pressures 
of oligopoly. 


Skinny-dipping 


E. G. Waters 
Relief 


Excepting for those out of work, no 
segment of the population is more aware 
of inflation than those retired on fixed 
incomes. Because of this the California 
State Employees Association has given 
top priority in its legislative program 
next year to the need for adjustments in 
the state pension plan. 
Under 
the 
present 
system 
state 
workers retire, usually at 50 per cent or 
less of their salaries When cost of living 
rises started becoming significant it was 
decided to grant a one per cent annual 
adjustment in those pensions. This has 
since been raised to two per cent. But, 
after retirement, an employe must wait 
for two years before becoming eligible 
for the annual raise. 


The basic bargain implied in state 
employment is that, after a period of 
faithful service, an employe will be 
guaranteed security in the declining 
years. That is in the form of a pension 
based upon years of service and age of 
retirement which cannot be earlier than 
age 55. 


But a skyrocketing economy has 
changed all that. Raises for employes on 
the job have been frequent. That has 
meant that the employe retiring at half 
pay is not getting half of that salary 
after he has been off the job a year or so 
And the gap grows wider each year 
thereafter. 
Further, 
as 
inflation 
continues the dollar he was promised is 
no longer the same dollar, but a 
diminished one. 


So the retirement security promised 
by the employer becomes meaningless 
in a soaring economy unless provisions 
are made for the pension to keep pace 
with the rises. Many retired state 
employes are being reduced to an 
economic level below those on social 
welfare by reason of inflation 
The 
average 
retirement 
pay 
for 
state 
workers is less than about $250 a month. 
In the meantime, the retirement fund 
to which he contributed is rising right 
along with everything else. The Public 
Employes 
Retirement 
System 
has 
grown to over $6 billion and increases 
almost a billion dollars a year. In most 
financial ventures those who invest, 
share in the earnings. So, it would seem 
fair that the retired employes share in 
the stock, bond and other security 
earnings from the investments made 
possible by their contributions. 
It is with this in mind that CSEA is 
proposing sweeping changes in the 
present 
plan. 
Federal 
employes 
retirement has already provided for 
inflation. Whenever the cost of living 
rises more than two per cent an 
adjustment is made in the amount of the 
actual consumer index increase plus 
one per cent to provide for the lags in 
between adjustments 
Even with the state’s two per cent 
adjustment the employe must wait from 
year to year And, this past year when 
c o s t 
in c re a s e s 
by 
a n y o n e ’s 
measurement have been at least 10 per 
cent, the retiree has been left hopelessly 


behind. 
P E R S 
has 
a lre a d y 
Recommended an increase to five per 
cent 
in 
the 
m axim um 
annual 
adjustment. 


But CSEA feels because of the current 
situation, this is entirely inadequate. 
They will propose adjustments be made 
according to the actual 
price index 
increases. And because this has not been 
the case in the past they are seeking a 
one-time adjustment to restore retiree 
pensions to a parity, in accordance with 
the price index, with the value of their 
pension dollar at the time of retirement. 


CSEA has been proposing relief for 
the pensioned in the past several 
sessions without success. With a new 
governor taking office in January the 
employe group is optimistic for its 
program. 
Further, 
Speaker 
Leo 
McCarthy has expressed great concern 
over the plight of the retired and has 
stated he will fully support a program of 
remedies.

on a give-and-take conversational basis 
with 
high 
officials, 
background 
subordinates 
and 
often, 
even 
the 
President himself. 
When you think of it, post-Nixon, it’s 
astounding. Accountability is once again 
in slight vogue. 
Ironically, the concept was initiated 
during the days Nixon stalked what 
Observers called the White House gloom 
tomb. Before he got religion, and later 
busted, Charles Colson was given the 
duty of “coordinating relationships with 
outside 
organizations.” 
The 
world 
“outside” suggests the spirit of his 
assignment. In May of last year, at the 
suggestion 
of 
veteran 
Republican 
hanger-on William Baroody, a more 
formal liaison office was established 
“We held two functions,” says Baroody 
side Jeff Eves, “ then we died. The 
concept got lost in the, un, er, the maze 
(W atergate).” 
In an attempt to hold position under 
new President Ford, Baroody made his 
suggestion again. Ford bought it, as well 
he should have. Today the liaison office 
is still little known to the public but its 
efforts are 
apparently pleasing and 
surprising those who’ve thus far been 
involved. 
“You know,” says a Ralph Nader 
assistant, “ Ralph was invited to one of 
the Wednesday meetings. Can you 
imagine? He couldn’t have gotten in the 
White House door with an ax during 
Nixon. We think it’s at least a favorable 
omen.” 
Thus buoyed with the public response 
and charged with a relatively unpolitical 
task 
(“ Nobody can object to our 
mission,” says one liaison staffer), the 
“fresh air office” as it has come to be 
known, is expanding and branching out. 
Baroody has added four professionals 
and 
sev eral 
intergovernm ental 
consultants to his staff. 
Liaison conferences have been held 
not only in the White House but in places 
such as Portland, Ore., where 600 people 
recently met with President Ford, 
Secretary of Treasury William Simon, 
environmental protection chief Russell 
Train, etc. Next on line, apparently, is a 
program that would have President 
Ford, a la Abe Lincoln, “meet with 
three to four private citizens on a 
regular basis for private talks.” 
The program, perhaps, involves risks. 
Meeting the public nose-to-nose can be 
troublesome. In Portland, as example, 
Russell Train was stopped dead and 
could not muster a composed reply when 
an environmentalist asked him if it was 
wise to allow energy concerns to expend 
as much energy extracting energy (such 
as coal) as the extracted source will 
provide. The answer, if there is one, is 
not currently listed on the EPA’s handy 
list of problem solvers. 
But despite such embarrassments, the 
public liaison program enjoys favor at 
the current White House There is even 
some talk among low ranking aides 
about “stopping people on the street, 
introducing the President, and asking 
for viewpoints.” 
If this keeps up, who knows where it 
could lead, maybe skinny dipping in the 
Potomac. 
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
